Defense Department said today

missiles installed in Cuba, de- 
spite published reports." 


The statement was handed to 


reporters by Arthur Sylvester, 
assistant secretary of defense 
and the Pentagon's top spokes- 
man. He was referring to ac- 
counts of a belief, current here, 
that the Soviet Union may have 
pulled its better rockets out of 
Cuba and deprived Fidel Castro 
of means to blast high-flying 
spy planes from the skies. 


A pullout of the higher-flying 


rockets would lessen the likeli- 
hood that the dispute with the 
Red-ruled island could erupt in 
a clash of arms. It also would 
go a long way toward explain- 
king Prime Minister Castro's 
May Day statement that Cuba 
is alone in her dispute with the 
United States. 


Castro has conceded that his 


armed forces cannot shoot down 
the high-flying American planes 
without the Soviet rockets.

There she met a 


Extra Day 
Produced 
12,000 Kids 


WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


year's extra February day was 
credited today by the Public 
Health Service for an increase 
of about 12,000 in the number 
of babies born in February as 
compared with February 1963. 


An estimated 328,000 live ba- 


bies were born in February this 
year, the service said, compared 
with 314,000 in the 1963 month. 


"The increase over the same 


month of last year was largely 
due to the extra day in Febru- 
ary of 1964, a Leap Year," the 
service said. 


"The rate of childbearing con- 


tinued the decline that has pre- 
vailed for over two years. In 
February, the crude birth rate 
was 21.6 live births per 1,000 
population, and the general fer- 
tility rate was 107.8 births per 
1,000 
women aged 15-44 years; 


both rates, unaffected by the 
varying number of days in the 
month, were about on eper cent 
below those of February 1963.

He Had Right 
to Dispose of 
His Property 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that Sam Bell of Faulkner 
County did not have the right 
to give away his property be- 
fore he died in prison in 1962. 


Bell 
owned 
about 
$25,000 


worth of real and personal pro- 
perty which he gave to a neice, 
Leila Dereuisseaux, before his 
death Nov. 23, 1962. 


At the time Bell died a $125,- 


000 suit filed against him by a 
nephew, William Robert Bell, 
was pending in the Faulkner 
Circuit Court. William Bell was 
suing for gun wounds inflicted 
on him by Sam Bell. It was for 
shooting Robert Bell on Nov. 16, 
1961, that Sam Bell was sen- 
tenced to 15 years in prison. 


The Faulkner Chancery Court 


held that, while Sam Bell had 
given away his property before 
William Bell filed a damage suit 
in May, 1962, that William Bell 
became a creditor of Sam Bell 
at the moment he received his 
injury at Sam Bell's hand. It 
said Sam Bell did not have the 
right to give away all his pro- 
perty when William Bell had a 
claim against it.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Su- 


preme Court refused today to 
rule if school boards must as- 
sign Negro and white pupils to 
schools in such a way as to 
avoid racial imbalance.

counsel for Negro children fit 
Gary, Ind., where they said 
more than 97 per cent of the 
city's approximately 23,000 Ne- 
gro 
students 
attend schools 


separate and apart from almost 
Ihe entire white school popula- 
tion.

Such school systems, the coun* 
sel said in their appeal, 
"are 


no less segregated than those 
systems where separate Negro 
schools are mandated by state 
constitution or statute." 


The appeal was from a deci- 


sion by the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Chicago that held Gary did not 
ciolale constitutional rights ot 
Negro pupils. 


The Circuit Court said the 


school 
board 
there had 
con- 


sistently followed a policy that 
required students to attend the 
school designated to serve the 
district in which they live, re- 
gardless of race.

Gary case in a

which made no comment. The 
rejection lets the decision of 
the Circuit Court in Chicago 
stand unchanged.

Luro, incidentally, gives full 


credit to jockey Bill Hartack's 
ability to get the most out of 
The Dancer's talents as the dif- 
ference in the neck victory, 
completed in Derby and track 
record time.

"The horse is 75 per cent and 


the jockey 25 per cent," Luro 
said. "If they both give their 
best, you win most of the time. 


Willie Shoemaker, who rode 


Hill Rise, offered no excuse for 
his horse, who was trying \o

of a mile. Early.,'In' 


April, Shoemaker decided not'.to 
ride Northern Dancer in the 
Derby, saying he thought Hill 
Rise was a much better horse. 


"Shoemaker rode a perfect 


race too," Luro said. "But 
somebody has to run second." 


Northern Dancer finished in 


two minutes flat—two-fifths of a 
second better than the record 
set two years ago by El Peco's 
Decidedly, also trained by Luro 
and ridden by Hartack.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)—South- 


erners, drenched with torrential 
rains which caused flash floods 
and crop damage, welcomed a 
promised respite 
soggy 


weather as a storm spawned in 
the Gulf of Mexico moved out 
into the Atlantic. 


Continuous rains and thunder- 


storms 
for almost 
a ' week 


caused small streams to rise 
over north Florida, 
southwest 


Georgia and southern Alabama. 
The heaviest rains came during 
the weekend. Nearly six inches 
fell during a 24-hour period in 
some areas. 


Thunderstorms 
were accom- 


panicd by high winds in the Mi- 
ami area which caused some 
property damage and two per- 
sons were cut by flying glass 
when a garbage can was blown 
through a window. 


There were 21 traffic fatalities 


in Georgia during the weekend, 
and 16 in Alabama. Normally, 
there are about half that num- 
ber. Most of the accidents hap- 
pened on rain-slick highways. 


Crop damage was extensive in 


south Georgia, where spring 
planting already was delayed by 
late freezing weather. 


About 100 families were re- 


moved from flooded houses at 
Augusta, Ga., where nearly five 
inches of rain fell in a 12-hour 
period.
